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WHO ARE THE IMPOSTERS? 


The recently adjournsd legislature 


in our sister state of: Maine passed 
one act which has attracted almost 


no attention yc-t is likely to cause a 
great deal of adjustment of pcrsonl 
doings. It is entitled "An act to pro- 
tect benevolent, humane, fraternal or 
charitable organizations in the use 


of their names and emblems and pro-
